W i t h o u t question Mississip­ 
pi County farmers are farther a- 
long at this date with the harvest­ 
ing of the fall crops than in any 
year that most of us can remem­ 
ber.

Whatever the cause of the good 
progress, by getting through with 
this year’s crop earlier many will 
also begin earlier with their 1957 
plan*. The early removal of corn, 
cotton, and soybeans provides a.i 
excellent opportunity to begin get­ 
ting increased yields of next year's 
crops right now. That can be done 
by sowing a good winter legume 
like vetch 
Demonstrations con­ 
ducted on Mississippi County farm 
in recent years show that a good 
crop of vetch turned under can be 
depended upon to boost following 
corn crops about 25 bushels, seed 
cotton by about 400 poun' i and 
soybeans about 8 to 10 bushels per 
acre 
Of course, many farmers 
have probably wisely delayed seed 
inyt their vetch or a mixture of 
vetch and sm all grain because of 
dry weather. 
Judfe Miles T. Dee asked this: 
morning when I think it is too late 
to sow vetch. This question is not 
sy to answer without a knovv- 
i dge of 
hat the future season is 
going to be like, and of course, we 
nave no wav of knowing. In gener 
af. our thinking h o been that Sep­ 
tember is a good month to sow 
vetch when moisture 
conditions 
are right. 
They are usually not 
right on the sandy soil until late 
September. Mv thinking just now 
is that while we would like to havef 
vetch seeded by the 20th of Octo­ 
ber, I would certainly not Quit un­ 
til late November if it is necessary 
to wa,t that long. 
Admittedly the

Two Crops-Same Land- 
Same Time 
Ordinarily the production of 23(8) 
bushels of corn on 40 acres wouldn­ 
’t be a note-worthy achievement. 
However, when Marshall Larkins 
told me about how he and his bro­ 
ther, Thomas, produced this much 
corn and a good yield of soybeans 
besides, it points to a corn yield 
above the ordinary. 
The field was planted in alter- 
rating pairs of 2 rows of corn and 
2 rows of Ogden soybeans. 
Thus, 
the com covered 40 acres of land 
as did the soybeans, but if the rows 
of either had been planted togeth­ 
er in the ordinary manner, each 
crop would have occupied on 210 
acres. 
The corn, of course, was 
harvested first and while the soy­ 
bean harvesting had not been com 
pleted when I talked to Marshall. 
Saturday night, he estimates that 
the yield will run 30 to 35 bushels 
per acre - figuring the beans as 
though the entire crop was on 20 
acres and not alternating with the 
corn to spread over the entire 40 
acres 
If part of this field had 
been planted in solid corn at the 
same time and handled under iden 
tical conditions it would have been 
interesting to have compared the 
yield of an acre of solid corn with 
just as many rows planted on 2 
acres 
with soybeans in the mid­ 
dles. 
The practice of alternating 2 
rows of corn and 2 rows of soy­ 
beans or cowpeas has been follow­ 
ed off and on for a n u m b e r of 
years in som<> parts of the coun­ 
try. The fact the practice has not 
become more widely followed or 
has not been dropped entirely in­ 
dicates that |>erhaps more experi­ 
mental work needs to be done a- 
long this line. 
It would seem reasonable to pre 
sumo that a given number of rows 
of corn scattered over twice the 
normal area to allow mterplant- 
ing of legumes would make more 
bushels than the same number of 
rows planted together in the ordi­ 
nary manner. The question might 
be raised as to whether or not the 
soybeans would reduce the yield 
of the adjacent corn or whether 
the corn would reduce the yield of 
the soybeans. 
Would an increase 
in the corn yield be off-set by a 
decrease in the \ield of the beans? 
From what little information I 
have on the subject, I would say 
that the following things need to 
be done to make this corn-soybean 
practice most likely to succeed:

The corn should be planted 
somewhat thicker, possibly 25 per 
cent, than would be planted if the 
field was in solid corn.

A moderately early \ariet.y 
of corn and a late variety of beans 
should be grown together in order 
that the corn and bean crops would 
not be demanding the maximum 
amount of plant food and mois­ 
ture at the same time.

This is partly due to the in­ 
creased use of fast harvesting m a­ 
chinery and to unusually favorable 
fall weather. 


Whatever the cause of the good 
progress, by getting through with 
this year’s crop earlier many will 
also begin earlier with their 1957 
plans. The early removal of corn, 
cotton, and soybeans provides* a.i 
excellent opportunity to begin get­ 
ting increased yields of next year’s 
crops right now. That can be done 
by sowing a good winter legume 
like vetch. 
Demonstrations 
con­ 
ducted on Mississippi County farm 
in recent years show that a good 
crop of vetch turned under can be 
depended upon to boost following 
corn crops about 25 bushels, seed 
eotton by about 
400 
poun ’ i 
and 
soybeans about 8 to 10 bushels per 
acre. 
Of course, 
many 
farmers 
have probably wisely delayed seed | 
mg their vetch or a 
mixture of 
vetch and small grain because of 
dry weather. 
J i dr,( M'les T. Lee asked 
this 
morning when 1 think it is too late 
to sow vetch. 
This question is not 
■ 
; to answer without 
a 
know­ 
ledge of ' hat the future season is 
going to be like, and of course, we 
have no wav of knowing. 
In gener 
al. our thinking has been that .Sep­ 
tember is a good 
month to sow 
vetch when 
moisture 
conditions 
are right. 
They are usually 
not 
right on the sandy soil until 
late 
September. 
M v thinking just now ‘ 
is that while we would like to have! 
vetch seeded by the 20th of Octo­ 
ber. 1 would certainly not quit un: 
til late November if it is necessary 
to wait that long. 
Admittedly the 
late seeding mav not be of as much 
benefit as a soil builder as earlier 
seeding*, but if the benefit is re-j 
duced a 
much as '>0 per cent 
it 
will still be a very profitable prac 
tier. 
Judge Lee’s comment this tnor- !

gume benefits are usually measur 
able for at least 3 years. 
Two Crops-Same Land- 
Same Time 
Ordinarily the production of 2300 
bushels of corn on 40 acres wouldn­ 
’t be a note-worthy achievement. 
However, when M arshall Larkins 
told me about how he and his bro­ 
ther, Thomas, produced this much 
corn and a good yield of soybeans 
besides, it points to a corn yield 
above the ordinary. 
The field was planted in 
alter- 
rating pairs of 2 rows of corn and 
2 rows of Ogden soybeans. 
Thus, 
the corn covered 
40 acres of land 
as did the soybeans, but if the rows 
of either had been planted togeth­ 
er in the ordinary manner, 
each 
crop would have occupied on 210 
acres. 
The corn, of course, was 
harvested first and while the soy­ 
bean harvesting had not been com 
pleted when I talked to Marshall. 
Saturday night, he estimates that 
the yield will run 30 to 35 bushels 
per acre - figuring the beans 
as 
though the entire crop was on 20 
acres and not alternating with the 
corn to spread over the entire 40 
acres 
If part of this field had 
been planted in solid corn at the 
same time and handled under iden 
ticai conditions it would have been 
interesting to have compared the 
yield of an acre of solid corn with 
just as many row's planted on 2 
acres 
with soybeans in the mid­ 
dles. 
The practice 
of 
alternating 
2 
rows of corn and 2 rows of soy­ 
beans or cowpeas has been follow­ 
ed off and on for a n u m b e r of 
years in some parts of the coun­ 
try. 
The fact the practice has not 
become more widely followed or 
has not been dropped en tirely in­ 
dicates that perhaps more experi­ 
mental work needs to be done a- 
long this line. 


It would seem reasonable to pie 
sume that a given number of rows 
of corn scattered over twice the 
normal area to allow 
inierplant- 
ing of legumes would make more 
bushels than the same number of 
rows planted together in the ordi­ 
nary manner. The question might 
be raised as to whether or not the 
soybeans would reduce the 
yield 
of the adjacent corn or 
whether 
the corn would reduce the yield of 
the soybeans. 
Would an increase 
in the corn yield be off-set by a 
decrease in the >ield of the beans? 
From what little information I 
have on the subject, I would say 
that the following things need 
to 
be done to make this eorn-soybcan 
practice most likely to 
succeed: 
1> 
The corn should be planted 
somewhat ihicker, possibly 25 per 
cent, than would be planted if the 
field was in solid corn. 
(2* 
A moderately early variety 
of corn and a late variety of beans 
should be grown together in order 
that the corn and bean crops would 
not be demanding the maximum 
amount of plant food and 
mois­ 
ture at the same time.

The application resulted in 
greatly delaying the maturity 
of 
the cotton, although he thinks that 
it m ay have produced a few more 
boils. 
That is in keeping with re­ 
sults from plots on several demon­ 
stration plots this year being car­ 
ried out oy cooperating farmers. 
In each case the fertilizer applied 
in bands deep under the rows has 
not only hastened the m aturity but 
increased the yields, while fertiliz 
er applied in a band between the 
rows has had little er no effect in 
hastening the maturity or increas 
ing the yield. 
More or less facetiously a local 


ginner complained that one farm ­ 
er who he agreed to finance with 
$4000 came back after he had had 
soil tests made in our office, stat­ 
ing that he would need $800 more 
for fertilizer. 
That was an easy 
objection 
to meet. 
I 
explained 
first that the extra $800 for fertiliz 
er if properly used, would provide 
far better assurance that the bor­ 
rower would make enough crop to 
repay the loan. 
The second point 
made was that based on hundreds

Two Crops-Samr Land- 
Same Time 
Ordinarily the production of 23(8) 
bushels of corn on 40 acres wouldn­ 
’t be a note-worthy achievement. 
However, when Marshall Larkins 
told me about how he and his bro­ 
ther, Thomas, produced this much 
corn and a good yield of soybeans 
besides, it [joints to a corn yield 
above the ordinary. 
The field was planted in alter­ 
cating pairs of 2 rows of corn and 
2 rows of Ogden soybeans. 
Thus, 
the corn covered 40 acres of land 
as did the soybeans, but if the rows 
of either had been planud togeth­ 
er in the ordinary manner, each 
crop would have occupied on 210 
acres.

If part of this field had 
been planted in solid corn at the 
same time and handled under iden 
tical conditions it would have been 
interesting to have compared the 
yield of an acre of solid corn with 
just as many rows planted on 2 
acres 
with soybeans in the mid­ 
dles. 
The practice 
of 
alternating 
2 
rows of corn and 2 rows of soy­ 
beans or cowpeas has been follow­ 
ed off and on for a n u rn b e r of 
years in some parts of the coun­ 
try. The fact the practice has not 
become more widely followed or 
has riot been dropped entirely in­ 
dicates that perhaps more experi­ 
mental work needs to be done a- 
long this line. 
It would seem reasonable to pit 
sume that a given number of rows 
of corn scattered over twice the 
normal area to allow 
interplant- 
mg of legumes would make more 
bushels than the same number of 
rows planted together in the ordi­ 
nary manner. The question might 
be raised as to whether or not the 
soybeans would reduce the yield 
of the adjacent corn or whether 
the corn would reduce the yield of 
the soybeans. 
Would an increase 
in the com yield be off-set by a 
decrease in the yield of the beans? 
From what little information I 
have on the subject, I would say 
that the following things need to 
be done to make this com-soybean 
practice most likely to succeed:
